A Narrow Eseape 
For Parachute - 
Jump Champion 


Prague, Mar, 18. 

Gustav Kubek, Czechoslovakla's 
world parachute jump champion, 
had a narrow escape from death 
when he hit tho horizontal rud- 
der of his take-off aircraft during 
a training jump over Chocen aire 
field near Pardubice In Moravia, 
it was learned here tonight. 

Kubek esenped unhurt, but the 
pilot of the plane was killed. The 
accident: occurred when Kubek 
was preparing to jump from the 
wing of a ght L-40 “Metasolcol” 
alrcraft, ‘ 

The plane dropped in an_alr- 
pocket, Kubek lost his balarice 
and wags hit in the chest by-the 
horizontal. ‘rudder -‘o9 he fell. 
Kubek was knocked unsonsclous, 
but thp shock also opened his 
emergency parachuto, Tho 
Czech champton regained con- 
selousncss just im time to open 
his ordinary parachute and he 
Janded normally. 

However, the clash between 
rudder -and parnchulist in mid- 
alr damaged the alrcratt which 
crashed, killing the. pilot.

NEW SPORT-—SKYDIVING 


The "Chute Opens

Parachuting and its latest offshoot, skydiving, is a new sport in 
the United States which is growing, literally, by leaps and 


bounds,

opens. Instead of whirling through the air for about 30 seconds or 
more in an uncontrolled fall, the skydiver faces the earth with arms

The new rport is spreading 
rapidly at American universities 
where students predict that Jt 
will sweep the country, just as 
rki-ing did in the 1920's, Of 
eleven parachuting clubs formed 
in the United States last year, 
five were at leading unlversities,

college skydiving, competitions, 
Foremost proponent of the new 
croze is Mr Jucques Andre Istet, 
a French-born former Matine 
officer and Vice-President of the 
Parachute Club of America, who 
says: “It tually safer than 
chit diving ciednys or motor- 
cyeling.”

making research, believe that they are 
now on the threshold of a spectacular 


SUCCOSS. * 


This was foreshadowed = re- 
cently {n New South Wales by 
scientists of the Commonwealth 
Scientile arid Industrial 
Research Organisation after 
what they deseribed as “the 
most successful rain-making day 
we have had.” 

On the day in question, 
towerlng cumulus clouds over 
the inland Blue Mouolains, 
where — the first authentic, 
artificial rainstorm in Australia 
was produced {n 1947, were 
Mpeeded” with silver Jodide {rom 
an Avro-Anson aircraft, and 20 
man-mnde storms, each about 
ten miles across, breught steady 
rain over the parched 
dam catchment 
area, 

. Discoveries | 
eo far been 
about the = varled 
techniques used by these 
selentists, whose  discoverics 
may one day help to transform 
the face of one of the world’s 
driest continents, 

Discovery of an economic 
means of inereasing natural 
rainfall and of producing it ot 
the right time and place could 
benefit Australia more than 
most countrics. For two-thirds 
of this prowling, 3,000,000- 
square mile Jand muss receive 
less than 20 nha of.rain a 
year, and the other. third relics 
on.only variable . falls, 

Ofliclal estlmates .reveal that, 
given an adcquate water supply, 
between 140,000,000 seres an 
400,000,000 acres would be 
capable of “intensive develop- 
ment”, while'a further 700,000,+ 
000 acres would be suitable for 
grazing, 

Australla is thus clearly 
capable of dramatic Increases In 
Production. In the 18 yeara 
‘ollowing tho outbreak of World 
War Il alone, the net value of 
primary production has increas

Sho is the ‘United States 
Naval “roll-on, roll-off" yehlcle 
cetrier, Comet. Her high level of 
gencral design and the ingenully 
of her spectailsed equipment 
are likely to set a standard for 
future vessels of this type, 

The Comet, ‘which {s 10,545 
dendweight tons, was built, for 
the United States Military 
Sea Transportation Service by 
Sun Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company, of Chester, Pennryl- 
vant, She is ao prototype vessel 

. designed for o quick turn-round 
in the handing of milltay 
vehicles, and may also be used 
ts n general cargo carrier, 

The ship. would seem to offér 
definite advantages for the bulk 
transport of commercial vehicles, 

For her maiden voyage, the 
ship londed -in Philadelphia 
neurly 400 militery vehicles In 
Jesy than 10 hours, and they 
were disembarked at St Nazaire 
in tlttle more than that dime. 

The operation of the Comet 
is elmple, There are five loading 
porls for vehicles leading on to 
the second deck, Four are side~ 
port loading ramps, fore and 
aft, two on each slde. The fifth 
entrance 1s over a ramp through 
the stern. Where the ship's 
herth permits, all flve ports are 
Capuble of being used simul- 
dnncausly, 

A ‘system of ramps leads 
down through ‘the holds, A 
yehiclo being loaded, for cxim- 
ple, over the stern will be 
driven up the ramp,’ which cnn 
be lowered much like the bow 
romp of a landing craft, and 
will be driven forward. to mid- 
dhipa. There, It will elther go 
down a ramp into the lower 

‘levels of the. forward hold; go 
over a bridge ramp and_ Inte 
the second deck level of the 
after hold; or go up by ramp 
ugain to the main deck. 

If the vehicle Is. intended for
